APPLICATION FOR PERMISSION TO USE ABBREVIATED NOTICE

In accordance with 807 KAR 5:001 Section 10(3)(i), Jackson Purchase Energy Corporation,
("JPEC™), through counsel, hereby applies to the Commission for permission to use the abbreviated
form of published notice of the proposed rate adjustment for the above matter. In support hereof,
JPEC states as follows:

1. JPEC intends to file an application for an adjustment of its rates in the immediate
future. JPEC intends to notify the public and its members of the proposal by publishing such notice
in the Paducah Sun, a daily newspaper with circulation in JPEC’s service area, as permitted by 807
KAR 5:001 Section 10(4)(3).

2. As part of its application, JPEC will file new and revised rates and amended and
new regulatory and operating tariffs. These documents consist of approximately one-hundred
thirty-six pages. According to information received from The Paducah Sun, publishing the rates,
along with the attending regulatory and operating tariffs, will cost JPEC between $12,000 and
$16,000.

3. Accordingly, JPEC hereby requests permission to use the abbreviated form of notice
as permitted by 807 KAR 5:001 Section 10(3)(i) . A copy of the proposed notice is attached hereto

and incorporated herein as if set forth in full as Exhibit “A” The attached notice is easily



comprehensible and contains a means for the members to easily acquire detailed information about
the proposed amended or new regulatory and operating tariffs.

. 3. JPEC respectfully requests an expedited decision as it intends to file its application
for its rate adjustment in the immediate future. Notice to the customers must be published within
seven days of the application if done by newspaper, so JPEC may not file its application until a

decision is made regarding this request.

Jackson Purchase Energy Corporation with its principal office at 2900 Irvin Cobb
Drive, P.O. Box 4030, Paducah, Kentucky, 42002-4030 intends to file with the Kentucky
Public Service Commission in Case No. 2007-00116 an application to adjust its retail
rates and charges. This adjustment will result in a general rate increase to the member-
consumers of Jackson Purchase Energy Corporation.

The rates proposed in this application are the rates proposed by Jackson Purchase
Energy Corporation. However, the Kentucky Public Service Commission may order
rates to be charged that differ from these proposed rates. Such action may result in rates
for consumer other than the rates in this application.

Any corporation, association, body politic or person may by motion within thirty
(30) days after publication or mailing of notice of the proposed rate changes request leave
to intervene. The motion shall be submitted to the Kentucky Public Service Commission,
211 Sower Boulevard, P .O. Box 615, Frankfort, Kentucky 40602, and shall set forth the
grounds for the request including the status and interest of the party. A copy of the
application and testimony shall be available for public inspection at Jackson Purchase
Energy Corporation’s offices.

Jackson Purchase Energy Corporation’s last general rate adjustment was effective
in 1998, alm ost 10 years ago. The time has come to adjust the rates, and this process
began by having an extensive cost of service study on each rate classification. The
proposed amount and percent of increase, based on the study, are listed below:
